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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1 through 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable over 
Heirich et al. (US Patent 5,689,574). 

3. Claims 1 through 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable over You 
et al. (US Patent 5,361,380). 

4. The rejections made in the prior Office action mailed on 1 March 2006 are maintained for 
reasons stated below under Response to Arguments. 

Claim Objections 

5. In view of applicant's amendment to Claim 2 made in the response filed 31 July 2006, 
the objection made in the prior Office action mailed on 1 March 2006 is withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 3 1 July 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

7. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., there being no 
visible gap between the main cabinet and the loudspeaker cabinet) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
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specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
